GROWING LIMA BEANS.—A correspond- 


ent of tho Gardeners' Monthly says the 
trouble about poles and poling Lima beans 
" is all nonsense." IIu grows his beans 
in beds four foot wide, leaving n foot of 
space between tho beds. Draws a. deep 
drill with n boo across tho bed, fills it with 
good, rich manure, draws tho soil over it 
forming a stoop ridge four feot long. Thcso 
ridgON are mudo ' every ton feet, and tho 
beans sown on theso ridges eix inched apart. 
Cots sis or eight plants to each ridge. As 
soon as tlio plants aro well above ground, 
brushwood or -pea (j ticks are Iniucm tho 
ground thickly between tho ridges, cover- 
ing tho wholo ground, on which tho vines 
soon ruu, and the bods are covered by 
them in August, tho beans soon follow- 
ing.

Royals in this neighborhood aro ripened 
and gone. Tho size is also very much in- 
creased by thuir later maturity, and the 
quality ia greatly improved—so much so 
tnat visitors often say they "never saw 
such Garden Royals as mine." 


Tho other tree was grafted with Hub- 


bardstou Nonsuch, and they remain hard 
until they rot, I cannot eoo how a fruit 
grower can fail to observe the influence of 
tho stock upon fruit. There is" no apple 
extensively cultiuited but has been chang- 
ed moroor loss by the stock upon which 
they have been grafted. • Witness the dif 
fernt rarities of Baldwin, R. I. Greening, 
nnd Roxbury Russet.
